Oil Co ntro ls End To nig ht, b ut 


W ASHINGTON (UPI) 
The gov ernment’s power to 
cu rb oil price hik es and al­ 
locate fu el su pplies ex pires at 
midnight Tonight, bu t con­ 
su mers may not k now the 
difference. 
Immediate price rises are 
technically possible. Bu t Fed­ 
eral Energy Administration 
officials said Satu rday they 
hope a potential compromise, 
rev iv ing the controls briefly 
and 
then 
remov ing 
them 
slowly , will discou rage any 
rapid changes. 
The oil indu stry , su rprised 
by the su dden compromise 
agreement 
Friday 
between 
President 
Ford 
and 
con­ 
gressional leaders, appeared 
lik ely to comply at least tem- 
p o r a r i l y 
w i t h 
t h e 
gov ernment’s wishes. 
Indu stry officials said their 
fu tu re actions will depend in 
part on how Congress reacts 
to the compromise plan. One 
high-rank ing gov ernment of­ 
ficial priv ately su ggested 


“ the whole deal will be off’ 
u nless Congress approv es the 
first step of the compromise 
within 30 day s. 


Gov ernment and indu stry 
officials both ex pressed con­ 
cern 
whether 
hu ndreds of 
thou sands of roy alty owners 
— indiv idu als who own land 
where oil has been fou nd and 
sell it to refiners for a roy alty 
fee — wou ld be willing to wait 
for a price increase. 


Roy alty owners, rather than 
the oil companies, control the 
price of most of the cru de oil 
p r od u c e d in the U nite d 
States. Their contracts call 
for oil to sell at the max imu m 
a llow a b le price, assu ring 
them the highest possible re­ 
tu rn. 


Under the price controls, 
enacted du ring the Arab oil 
embargo, abou t 6 0 percent of 
all the cru de oil produ ced in 
the United States sold at a 
fix ed price of $5.25. That is 
less than half the cu rrent 


world mark et price of abou t 
$13. 
The end of controls will 
permit all l .S. oil to sell for 
the top mark et price, and 
depu ty FEA chief John Hill 
told UPI: “ If a roy alty owner 
went

Energy

NIAGARA FALLS 
Niagara Falls, u su ally a festiv e site du ring the Labor Day 
week end that mark s the end of the su mmer v acation season, 
is still recov ering from the shock of three separate tragedies that 
claimed nine liv es, and left 25 persons inju red, du ring a 24-hou r 
period Friday and Satu rday . 
Althou gh the popu lar resort city on the Canadian border has 
already ex perienced more than its share of grief du ring the 
holiday jieriod, the rest of New York State, inclu ding Ulster 
Cou nty , has so far escaped the tragedies that normally mark 
the Labor Day week end. 
The first blow to dampen the festiv ities in Niagara Falls 
occu red Friday morning, when a three-y ear-old boy was k illed 
after fire swept throu gh a three-story apartment complex . Fiv e 
other persons were inju red and 45 occu pants of the complex had 
to be rescu ed by police and firemen. 
While firemen were watering down the smoldering stru ctu re, 
emergency rejx irts were broadcast that an ex periemental raft 
carry ing 29 persons had ov ertu rned in the Niagara Riv er, near 
the whirlpool below the famed falls. By nightfall, three persons 
were dead and another 20 had been treated for inju ries su ffered 
in the mishap. 
The third tragedy occu red shortly after midnight when fiv e 
work men were trapped in a sewer tu nnel constru ction cav e-in 
Ten hou rs later, rescu e work ers fou nd the fiv e men dead u nder 
a wall of water and mu d. 


The work men w« *re part of a night« rew work ing on the city 's 
$6 4 million sewage treatment sy stem. 
Au thorities said the cav e-in was cau sed by heav y rains that 
drenched the Niagara Frontier Friday night The weather als« > 
contribu ted to one traffic fatality in the Bu ffalo area that 
ev ening; only one other traffic death has since been reported 
in the state. 
Nineteen persons were k illed on the state's highway s du ring 
last y ear's Labor Day week end, bu t jx Jice au thorities said 
traffic this y ear, possibly becau se of the inclement weather, was 
lighter than u su al. 
The worst accident reported by local au thorities occu rred 
abou t half a mile sou th of the Mid Hu dson Bridge on Rou te 
9 W when three cars collided ju st after 4:30 Satu rday afternoon. 
Highland State Police said a car driv en by Joe! M. Kassirer 
of Brook ly n hit a car driv en by t ’litton Lav enhou se of 
Lattmtown Road, Marlboro in the rear forcing it into the 
northbou nd lane where it hit a car driv en by ru ssell T. Mallory 
of East Dorsey Lane. Pou ghk eepsie, head-on. 
Donna domonk es, a passenger in the Mallory car, su ffered 
a brok en arm. Mallory had lacerations. Kassirer was tick eted 
for following too closely and driv ing while his license was 
su spend« *« !. Alamo Ambu lance took the v ictims to Yaasar 
Hospital 
Elsewhere, traffic was generally light for a holiday week end 
with police agencies re|>orting little activ ity .

T h e m ilitary ju nta began pu tting the to rch to co ntro v ersial 
Ix wiks sho rtly after Marx ist President Salav ado r Allende was 
depo sed an d killed in S eptem ber 19 7 3. 
At first, the military brass denier! the bo o k-bu rning charge, 
bu t pictu res were pro du ced o f the literary bo nfires. T hen

I)r Qu ev edo o bligingly su bm itted to the "cu sto dian o f the 
inv ento ry 
the “ lists o f bo o ks that mu st be pro scribed fro m the 
scho o l fo r po litical reaso ns." He asked the cu sto dian to “ dev ise 
the m eans fo r pro ceeding with their incineratio n." 
On M arch 5, 19 7 3, acco rding to ano ther letter lifted fro m the 
files, the inv ento ry chief "pro ceeded to co m ply w ith" the bo o k» 
hu ru ing o rder. 
T he ro ster o f fo rbidden literatu re, bearing the title, “ List o f 
Bu rned Bo o ks." inclu ded m any 
books by Co m m u nist au tho rs. 
Bu t sev eral no nC o m m u nist l>o o ks. inclu ding G albraith 's “ T he 
New Indu strial S ta te " and No bel Prize-winning eco no mist 
G u n n ar M y rdal s “ T he S ta te o f the F u tu re ,” were also redu ced 
to ashes. In all. fkl v o lu mes were to ssed into the bo nfire.

T he bo o k-bu rning wo u ld hav e 
been impo ssible, they said, witho u t the kno wledge and a p­ 
pro v al o f the u niv ersity 's m ilitary su perv iso r. 
H O F F A ’S R E V E N G E : T h e disappearance o f J a m e s Ho ffa 
co u hi lead to an intensiv e inv estigatio n o f racketeer influ ence 
within the po werfu l T eam sters Unio n. 
T h e fo rmer T eam sters bo ss v anished witho u t a trace o n Ju ly 
30 after sev eral mo b leaders had tried u nsu ccessfu lly to 
persu ade him to giv e u p his stru ggle to win back co ntro l o f the 
u nio n. 
T he circu m stances su rro u nding 
his d isappearance hav e 
rev iv ed the interest o f the Ju stice D epartm en t. Labo r D e part­ 
ment an d Co ngress in the T eam sters. Mo re th an o ne inv estiga­ 
tio n is likely into the T eam ster-M afia co nnectio n. 
FBI so u rces hav e co nfirmed, meanwhile, that o u r acco u nt o f 
the Ho ffa m y stery is pro bably accu rate. We repo rted o n Au gu st 
21 that u nderwo rld so u rces, who hav e been reliable in the past, 
said Ho ffa was elim inated by the m o b to pro tect its ho ld o n 
the T eam sters Unio n. 
Ho ffa had dealt with the racket bo sses, it was ex plained, bu t 
had ev er perm itted th em to do m inate him. W hen he was sent 
to priso n, he intended to co ntinu e ru nning the u nio n thro u gh 
his hand-picked su ccesso r, Frank Fitzsim m o ns. 


Bu t Ho ffa was cu t o ff fro m the u nio n in priso n and the 
m o bsters to o k adv antage o f his absence to strengthen their 
strangleho ld o n v ario u s T eam ster lo cals. This allegedly has 
giv en them an inside track in handling so me mu ltimillio n* 
do llar T ea m s ter fu nds. As we repo rted o n Au gu st 21, the racket 
bo sses hav e held a do zen secret meetings with Ho ffa in v ario u s 
parts o f the co u ntry in an attem pt to ¡lersu ade him to retire 
fro m u nio n po litics. “ Beco me an elder statesm an, 
they u rged 
him.

Fall Hay Fe v e r Se ason Is He re 


K IN G STO N 
The faII hay fever season is 
here and many sufferers pass 
it off as "summer colds." The 
plants that cause most of the 
m i s e r a b l e 
a l l e r g y , 
the 
ragweeds, grow rapidly and 
by mid-August 
reach jieak 
maturity 
and 
continue 
to 
flower and release jrollen un­ 
til (he end of September. 
According to Professor P. A. 
Hyypioof the New York State 
College of Agriculture and 
Life Science at Cornell U n i­ 
versity 
New York State has 
three rather distinct hay lever 
seasons. The first comes in 
April and May and is caused 
by the pollen of Spring flow­ 
ering trees. The second comes 
along in M ay and dune and is 
caused by the lafe spring and 
e a rly sum m er flow ering 
grasses. The third and most 
severe comes in late August 
and September and is called 
the ragweed season. 
Ragweed, 
especially 
the 
common or small ragweed is 
one of our most widely spread 
weeds. It is equally at home 


in grain fields or vacant lots, 
in ornamental garden Iwirders 
or playgrounds and along the 
shoulders of busy highways. 
It is especially common in 
disturbed soil that was not 
planted, but it can be found 
almost anywhere a plant can 
grow. The giant ragweed is 
also found in our area, prefer­ 
ring the rich soils and low­ 
lands along streams.

Fences in the old days 
kept the cows out of the 
petunias, but today

Symptoms of hayfever are 
familiar to most of us.

|H>rt a true fever is seldom 
present 
despite the name, 
hay fever. 
Do not pass these symp­ 
toms off as just a "summer 
cold" as more serious side 
effects as asthma, ear infec­ 
tion or lung disorders could 
develop, if untreated. 
If you 
have hayfever or 
think you have, see you phy­ 
sician. He can determine if 
ragweed pollen is causing the 
trouble.

A urine test showing sugar 
m ust alw ay s be followed up 
with careful blood tests to see 
it the person is really diabetic 
or not. 
Opinions differ on how high 
the blood sugar has to be 
before y ou have to tak e in­ 
sulin. 1 usually prefer to see a 
patient who is overweight lose 
weight before deciding on in­ 
sulin if t he elevation is not too 
m uch. After weight loss, if the 
person still has high blood 
sugar levels, then insulin may 
be indicated. Som e doctors 
lik e to control the level ot 
blood sugar to near norm al 
levels; others settle for k eep­ 
ing the level low enough that 
no m ajor am ounts ot sugar 
are lost in the urine.

T he 
pressed seat is a m achine- 
woven mesh which is pressed

and 
fastened 
w ith a piece of reed called a 
spline. 


If y ou are going to replace 
a seat with handw oven cane it 
would be helpful to save at 
least a two-inch square of the 
old cane. Phis will help y ou 
determ ine the size of cane 
required and serve as a p a t­ 
tern for y our design, he a d ­ 
vised. 


Above all, replace a worn 
out cane seat w ith a new one. 
he said. D on’t replace it with 
a s» » lid piece of wood and 
upholstery . "B ut it in original 
condition, even if y ou have to 
save y our pennies to have it 
done. It will be w orth it." 
Although 1 have heeded his 
advice not to a tte m p t caning 
the rock ing chair my self, I 
still feel tem p ted to try my 
hand and m ay one of these 
day s on a piece of lesser im- 
p ortance to me.

With th ree courses h anging on th e rop es and anoth er try ing 
to recoup substantial membersh ip losses, th e golf p icture is 
rath er grim. 
Here is th e situation at th e moment; 
Sawy erkill Country Club at Saugerties goes on th e block in 
less th an two weeks. 
Th e federal gov ernment is th reatening to foreclose on th e 
Kondout club in Accord. 
Stone Dock at High Falls h as been on th e market for some 
time with out any takers. 
Is the threatened dem ise o f these three establishm ents an 
indicato r o f ero ding eco no m ic co nditio ns in U lster Co unty ? 
That has to be part o f the sto ry . 
What went wro ng? Fo r o ne thing, no ne o f the three clubs 
in distress w as ev er able to attract eno ugh mem bers to 
establish a so lid, financial base to underwrite the no rmal 
and ev er m o unting co st o f day to day o peratio ns. 
Saw y erkill and Sto ne Do ck o perate o n a sem i-public 
basis, w ith Sto ne Do ck placing heav y reliance o n greens 
fees. Ko ndo ut is strictly a priv ate club. It is o bv io us that 
anticipated greens fees nev er cam e up to ex pectatio ns. 
According to our information. Sawy erkill and Kondout 
between th em h av e liabilities ap p roach ing $7 (X),(XX). Desp ite 
wh at th ose fellows in Wash ington keep telling us. th e recession 
far from ‘‘bottoming out” ; may last all of th e 19 7 0 decade. Th e 
enormity of th e financial p roblems th ese courses face is ev ident. 
Rumors th at th ere were five p otential buy ers for Sawy erkill 
p rov ed to be just th at — rumors. Th ree of th e five were rep orted 
definitely interested in maintaining th e golf club. A p erson 
close to th e Sawy erkill situation told us, ‘i ’ve h eard th ose same 
rumors but I can assure y ou th at at th is moment th ere is only 
p rosp ectiv e buy er." 
It is unthinkable that these three clubs w ill no t surv iv e 
and the entire go lf co m m unity is ro o ting fo r their surv iv al. 
So me go lfers in the Acco rd-High Falls area are speculating 
that Ko ndo ut m ight surv iv e, if it can pick up mo st o f the 
Sto ne Do ck members, if the High Falls lay o ut ceases 
o peratio ns. But that's a risky prem ise at best. 
It rem inds o ne o f the tim e theG iants and D o dgers pulled 
up 
stakes 
and 
headed 
fo r the 
baseball 
bo nanza 
in 
C alifo rnai, leav ing tho usands o f New Yo rk fans angry and 
disgruntled. It w as ex pected that many o f them wo uld flo ck 
to Yankee Stadium — the o nly gam e in to wn. But it nev er 
happened. 
In retrosp ect, we may h av e to face up to th e fact th at p erh ap s 
th e golf ‘boom’ in Ulster County was nev er really as big as we 
liked to believ e, wh en new courses were mush rooming all ov er 
th e landscap e. 
May be it was just a beautiful illusion, but th ere is no illusion 
about some of th e factors contributing to th e current slump — 
inflation, recession, mounting labor and op erating costs, ch ang­ 
ing sp orts h abits of American and th e natural av ersion to 9 - 
h ole golf courses. Th ey ’re h av ing a tough time across th e 
country . 
W iltwy ck is the so lid ro ck o n which U lster Co unty is built, 
because it has been w ise eno ugh to attract and em phasize 
the fam ily unit. The N atio nal Go lf Fo undatio n sent o ut the 
early w arning signals a lo ng time ago . The successful go lf 
clubs o f the future w ill be tho se that cater to the fam ily . 
.M eanwhile, here’s ho ping that all turns o ut w ell at 
Saw y erkill, Ko ndo ut and Sto ne Do ck.

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1975 Co lleg e Fo o tb a ll Sea so n 
J ust Lik e Old Mo vie Re-Runs 


The 1975 college football season, which opens this week, 
resembles one of those old movie re-runs on television—if you 
missed it last year, you can see it again. 
The same teams that have dominated college football for the 
past decade are once again ranked as the clubs to beat for the 
national title, with Oklahoma, which went unbeaten but 
unranked in 1974, expected to field the strongest team in the 
nation. 
Oklahoma was the only team to go through a perfect season 
a year ago, but the Sooners were denied a placing in the United 
Press International ratings because of their NCAA proba­ 
tionary status. This year the Sooners are off probation, 
although they still are banned from television ap|>earanees 
until the post-season bowl games. 
The Sooners, who return the likes of All-America running 
back Joe Washington, quarterback Steve Davis and the two 
Selmon Brothers, have the nucleus to go through another 
perfect season. But, there are a large number of strong teams 
in the national picture this season who are conceding nothing 
to the Sooners. 
The names of these challengers are all familiar, most notably 
Southern California, Alabama, Nebraska, Michigan and Ohio 
State. Yet, all of them have large holes to fill and would seem 
to be a notch below the Sooners in terms of overall talen and 
depth. 
Oklahoma, which has not lost in 29 games and has won 20 
in a row, is not completely without its problems. The Sixmers 
did lose four starters from the offensive line along with All- 
America defensive specialists Hod Shoate, a linebacker, and 
Randy Hughes, a deep back. 
“ Probably the most important thing for us will be to avoid' 
injuries,” says coach Barry Switzer. “ We'll be a good team it 
we can do that. But if we lose somebody like Joe Washington 
or Steve Davis we’d be in trouble. 
“ Part of the reason for our success the last two years was the 
fact that we didn’t lose any super players with injury. I’m just 
knocking on wood. The Big Eight Conterence is still the 
nation's best and you’d better be physically able each Saturday 
or forget it.” 
As usual, Oklahoma’s stiffest challenge for a perfect is likely 
to come from conference rival Nebraska. The Cornhuskers. who 
have won six straight bowl -games to tie a record, are expected 
to have one of their strongest defenses in recent years but will 
need to find a replacement at quarterback for the vraduated 
David Humm, who guided Nebraska the last three seasons. 
“ There is no doubt that Oklahoma will be the favorite again,’ 
says Nebraska’s Tom Osborne, “ but we certainly plan on 
challenging the Sooners.” 


Aside from Oklahoma, the four other teams who figure to grab 
most of the national spotlight are Alabama. Southern Califor­ 
nia. Ohio State and Michigan. 
Alabama, which had a perfect record through the regular 
season last year then was upset by Notre Dame in the Orange 
Bowl, ceturns most of that squad. Only six of Coach Paul 
"Bear" Bryant's top 25 players from a year ago have departed 
and among the returnees are quarterback Richard Todd, 
running back Willie Shelby and All America linebacker Wood­ 
row Lowe. 
The Crimson Tide, however, has already been partially hurt 
by disciplinary action. Bryant recently susjiended two player? 
and put six others, including outstanding detensive end Leroy 
Cook, on probation for p<*ssession of marijuana. 
On paper, it doesn.t appsar that Southern California has 
enough experience to challenge for the national crown. I he 
Trojans, awarded the CPI national championship last season 
after beatinv Ohio State in the Rose Bowl, have only eight 
starters returning. Included among the missing will be quarter­ 
back Pat Haden, AilAmerica running back Anhhmny Davis 
and linebacker Richard Wood. 
“ But don’t worry about the Trojans,” says CSC Coach John 
McKay. "W e’ll be alive in ‘75 and a solid team qith a chance 
to develop into a very good one. 
McKay will have 11 junior college transfers and 18 freshmen 
from which to find the necessary plugs for his holes. 
Ohio State and Michigan, which have battled it out for the 
Big Ten Title the last several years, figure to do it again. The 
two clubs tied for the conference championship last year with 
Ohio State going to the Rose Bowl by vote of the legue s athletic 
directors, and the Buckeyes return all four offensive backfield 
starters, including All-American Archie Griffin, the 19” 
Heisman trophy winner, and quarterback Cornelius Greene. 
However, Ohio State has lost 13 starters from last year s 
squad and there is the added burden of a touhgher schedule 
than in years past. The Buckeyes, for example, open the season 
with Michigan State, the only temn to defeat them a year ago, 
then meet meet Penn in the east, the following week.The 
Buckeyes also play UCLA, a strong contender for the Pacific 
crown, on the fourth week of the season. 
Michigan, which has the finest regular season record in the 
nation (58-5*1) over the last six years, has lost its quarterback, 
Dennis Franklin, through graduation but coach Bo Schem- 
bechler feels the wolverines could have one of their finest 
defensive units ever despite the loss of All-American safetj 
Dave Brown and all-big Ten linebacker Steve Strinko. Last 
year Michigan ranked no. 1 in scoring defense, yielding only 
7.8 points per game.

Pow ‘W ow Etiquette 


Much tradition is observed at pow­ 
wows. Not to follow some of the rules 
of etiquette can cause em barrass­ 
ment and ill will. Ignorance of tradi­ 
tion is usually mistaken for dis­ 
respect. Always sit in the same seat. 
At some dances, you may be ushered 
to your seat by the arena director or 
a member of his staff . M any dancers 
use a folded blanket to save their 
position. Respect the positions of the 
head or lead dancers. Their role 
entitles them to start each song or 
set of songs. 


Some songs require that you dance 
only if you are familiar with the 
routine or are eligible to participate. 
Songs other than War Dance songs 
(Trot Dance, Green Corn, Snake 
Dance and Buffalo Dance), require 
particular steps and follow routines. 
If you are not familiar with these 
dances, sit them out. W atch the 
Head Dancers to learn proper pro­ 
cedures. Only veterans and, in some 


areas their relatives, are perm itted 
to participate in Veterans’ Songs. 
The Flag Song, or Native American 
National Anthem, is sung when the 
American flag i$ raised or lowered. It 
is not a song for dancing, nor is the 
Quitting Song for dancing. 
so . . . 
Dance as long and hard as you can. 
Show respect to the flag and honor 
songs by standing. 
Ask the Emcee, Head Dancer or 
Head Singer if there is something 
particular you’re not sure about. 
At pow-w'ows, if someone invites 
you to eat and visit, accept the 
invitation whether you have eaten or 
not. 
Don’t 
dance 
before 
the 
Head 
Dancer starts. 
Don t stand in front of people who 
are watching. 
The majority of Indians are con­ 
servative and passive; they respect 
and admire humility — don’t be 
obtrusive.

About the Shows: 


Mrs. Charren: “All children’s television is 
very much the same. It’s.hard to tell w hat 
program you are w atching unless you know 
w hat tim e a special one comes on. Kids are 
different. They have a wide range of in­ 
terests. Each one should get to see som ething 
th a t enriches his or her life.” 


Mr. Rushnell: “There is some tru th to w hat 
Mrs. C harren is saying. When som ething is 
successful on TV it tends to be copied. How­ 
ever, I do feel th a t we (the networks) have 
more variety than ever before.” 


About Commercials: 


Mrs. Charren: “The thirty second m essage 
is a problem. Instead of advertising toys th a t 
are well made and will last, the advertisers 
advertise very expensive toys th a t are badly 
designed.
